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ENGLAND SEEKS 
TO GET MINERS 


IN CONFERENCE 


Little Prospect, However, 


of Success Before Min- 
ers' Meeeting Friday. 


Nation Faces Serious Coal 


Shortage as Result of 


Closed Mines. 


London, 
April' 
18.—Governmental 


authorities were anxious today to re- 
open negotiations between the miners 
and the owners of collieries throughout 
the -United Kindom with the hope of 
bringing about a permanent settlement 
of the wage question which caused the 
strike of miners on April 1, and came 
near involving Great Britain last week 
in an epochal industrial crisis. 


There seemed little probability, how- 
ever, that members of the miners' fed- 
eration of Great Britain would take any 
steps to meet government officials or 
mine owners before next Friday, when 
representatives of British miners will 
confer on the situation in this city. In 
the meantime Great Britain is facing a 
serious coal shortage and every effort 
is being made to eke out present stocks 
until some adjustment of the situation 
can be made. 


Beginning today train services were 


curtailed, and steps taken to bring to 
the people a realization that the coal 
shortage was really serious. 


A mass meeting of the members of the 


coal porters union was held in Canning- 
town, a suburb of London yesterday and 
resolutions were adopted, stating that 
in view of the importation of American 
and German coal, the union would re- 
fuse from tomorrow to bunker any full 
loads, and also would decline to tran- 
ship imported coal. "The first decision 
was taken because since the beginning 
of the coal strike vessels have been 
bunkered only 
for 
outward voyages, 


taking in foreign coal for their return 
trips. 
The meeting adopted resolutions of 


sympathy for the miners but is it note- 
worthy in this connection that the coal 
porters belong to the National Union 
of Dock Laborers, 
the 
secretary of 


which, James Sexton, member of parlia- 
ment, ridiculed in an interview yester- 
day talk about the miners having been 
"betrayed." • 


•He declared the dock laborers had 


been ready to support the miners, but 
that after the government had accepted 
the suggestions of Frank Hodges, sec- 
retary of the miners' union, which the 
miners delegates later rejected, there 
was no longer any basis upon which the 
dock workers could continue their sup- 
port. 
A meeting of the parliamentary labor 


committee and the trades union con- 
gress will be held on Wednesday, and it 
is believed that at this gathering some 
program may be formulated for presen- 
tation at next Friday's conference of 
miners. The parliamentary labor com- 
mittee has in the past been serviceable 
as an intermediary in labor disputes, its 
only failure to function occurring dur- 
ing the crisis last week. 
This failure, 


however, is understood to have resulted 
from the reluctance of some of the 
most influential members of the com- 
mittee to do anything 
which 
might 


identify the principal army of the labor 
movement

18.—America's 
foreign trade last month was nearly 
three quarters of a billion dollars less 
than in the same month last year, 
figures made public today by the de- 
partment of commerce show. 


Exports for tho month were $384,000,- 


000, 
as compared with $820,000,000 in 
March 1920, while imports were ?252,- 
000,000 as compared with $524,000,000. 
This left a trade balance for the month 
of $132,000,000 as against $296 00 000 
in March 1920.

Eight Fat Jobs Created By 


Republican Ripper Bill 
Draws Longing Eyes of 
Job Hunters. 


Columbus, April IS.—With 
prospect 


of the state government reorganization 
bill becoming a law, this week, by the 
house giving its concurrence to a few 
minor amendments made by the senate 
and by receiving Governor Davis' signa- 
ture, much interest is developing in the 
probable selections the chief executive 
will make for the eight directorships or 
"cabinet" ^positions 
created 
by 
the 
measure. 


The possibility that a court 
action 


may be started to nullify the emergen- 
cy feature so the measure could be sub- 
mitted to a referendum, does not appeal- 
materially to abate the discussion of 
who probably will receive the coveted 
appointments. 
The reorganization bill,

ucation. 
While it is said

for these positions and that none have 
yet been definitely agreed upon, it is 
known that certain persons are being 
given serious consideration and

only their possible declination of the 
positions or last minute developments, 
may alter the governor's

naming them.

Favors Laws Controll- 
ing Labor and Capital. 


Believe^ Complete Unioni-

Industrial Decay. 


New York, April 18.—Elbert H. Gary 


chairman of the United States Steel 
corporation, told the stockholders 
at 


their annual meeting today he was in 
favor of publicity, regulation and rea- 
sonable - control of 
business through 


government agencies as a possible "so- 
lution or antidote to the labor union 
problem." 


Declaring he did not believe in so- 


cialism, nor in governmental manage- 
ment or operation, he suggested that 
non-partisan, non-sectarian commissions 
or departments 
render decisions sub- 
ject to review by the highest courts. 


Continuing his suggestion, he said, 


aws—clear, well defined, practicable 
and easy of comprehension—covering 
these matters, might be pa&sed and if 
so they should apply to all economic 
organizations, groups or bodies exceed- 
ing 
certain 
specified 
numbers 
or 


amounts. 
Both organized capital and 


organized labor should bo placed under 
;hese laws. 
Each should be entitled 


;o the same protection and be subject 
.o the same restrictions and provisions. 
"Will labor unions consent to this? 
They have heretofore objected. Here 
would be a test. Labor union leaders 
lave before now asked and received 
discriminatory 
exemptions. 
This 
is 


wrong and it would be just as bad if 
the situation were reversed. 
Employ- 


ers generally desire inly the same treat- 
ment that is accorded to labor unions. 
The large majority of workmen also 
vduld be satisfied with this standard." 


Mr. Gary devoted a considerable por- 


ion of his address to labor unions and 
said "the natural and certain effects of 
abor unionism are expressed by three 
vords, 
"inefficiency; 
high costs."

vould not intentionally do an injustice 
o any union, labor leader nor to a labor 
union," he continued, "but I firmly 
>elieve complete unionization 
of thte 


ndustry of this country would be the 
eginning of industrial decay. 
"It seems to me," he said, "that the

unions, if successful, would be the con- 
rol of shops, then of the general man- 
igement of the business than of capital 
and finally the government. 


Admitting that unions "may have 


been justified in the long past" be- 
cause workmen were not treated justly.

position it would have "to

Milady's Boudoir 


No one likes to have even a down of 


soft hair on their face and there are 
many women who are troubled with 
this. There are two kinds of hair, the 
soft, rather fine down and the stiff, 
scattering hairs that 
look 
dark and 


wirey. 
If the growth is not bad and 


only here and there on the face it is 
not necessary to worry. Just pull them 
out with a pair of tweezers. Try each 
time to pull them out by the root and 
not to break them off close and each 
time you will find that they grow out 
less'and less. The roots are killed and 
if they are killed they will never ap- 
pear again. 
Women with dark hair are more apt 


to be troubled with superfluous 
hair 


than their lighter sisters. It is possible 
that a blonde may have as many but of 
course they do not show as badly. A 
depilatory may be used if the directions 
are carefully followed out. Many of 
these have arsenic in them and these 
should 'never be used. Of course using 
a depilatory will not kill the roots and 
the growth will come back stronger 
than ever. 
A little peroxide may be put on the 


growing hairs and this causes them to 
grow light and so, not show as much, 
and it does weaken the roots somewhat. 
A solution of part ammonia and pure 
alcohol may be used. 
This should be 


applied with a tiny eyebrow brush for 
several applications. 
Apply the solu- 


tion an dwait five minutes Before apply- 
ing again. Then, without drying, apply 
strong peroxide with another brush. If 
the lip or parts effected seem to grow 
red" or feel too harsh only application 
sould be done at one time. Leave it 
for twenty. ..haws and apply again. 


Of course tKe hair can be removed by 


electricity,: but as the current has to be 
applied to each hair in order to kill the 
roots is it a slow and rather expensive 
to have done. Rubbing gently with a 
piece of pumice stonce also helps to get 
rid o fthe objectional hairs. 


Our Boys and Girls 


If you live in the country and can get 


no ice in summer it is sometime diffi- 
cult to arrange about the baby's milk 
if she takes it from a bottle. 
If you 


have no ice, as soon as you receive the 
milk after sti'aining it you should put 
it in sterilized glass bottles and put it 
in a spring or a brook of running: water, 
or if a brook is not near, sink it down 
in' the well. The cooling process must 
fce rapid. 
Wire racks, or even a pail, may De 


used to hold the bottles but they must 
be so arranged that the cold water will 
extend as high as the milk is in the 
bottle yet so it will not run or leak into 
the top of the bottle. 
It is the first 


rapid cooling of the milk that is most 
important. 
After it has stood in the 


water for an hour it may be used in 
whole milk formulas. 
After the' separate bottles for each 


meal have been 
prepared 
the 
milk 


should be placed back in the spring or 
brook and kept there until time to warm 
for each meal. 
Keeping tho bottled 


milk in the cellar covered with cloths 
wet with cold water or standing them 
in a strong 
draft 
is sometimes the 


method used.
